three mills in any one year upon each dollar of taxable proper:,; 
therein for the use of improving, dragging, repairing or 
main- 


taming any public road or roads or part thereof. 
Such levy shall 


be in addition to the levy of two mills authorized by law for gen- 
eral township purposes, but subject to the limitation upon the com. 
•bined maximum rate for all taxes now in force. 


The township trustees shall designate the road or roads ta 


parts thereof within said township to be improved. 


Township trustees may accept donations of labor or material! 


for the proposed improvement, and in determining 
which 
roai!s 


shall be first improved the township trustees may take into con- 
sideration the amount of such donations. 


The. township trustees may appoint some competent person or 


persons, who shall act under general direction of the county hi'l- 
way superintendent to inspect the work of improving such roads. 
A person designated as inspector, shall receive for every day actu- 
ally employed at such work, a sum not to exceed four dollars pot 
day, to be fixed by the township trustees and to.be paid out of 
the township fund 
upon 
the order of the township 
trustees 


with the approval of the county highway superintendent. 


The township trustees may assess not to exceed all or any part 


of the cost of improving a road, against the lands, not more than 
one mile from either side or a terminus 
of said improvement or 


against the lauds abutting'on said improvement as the 
trusu.ea 


may determine. 


There shall be in each township not less than one nor more 


than four road districts, as tho township trustees may determine. 
The district or districts shall include all the territory in each town. 
ship. Township trustees shall appoint for each road district a 
superintendent who shall be known as township highway superia. 
tendent. 


The township trustees shall fix the compensation of the torn- 


ship highway superintendent for time actually employed in til 
discharge of his duties, which compensation shall 
he paid 
frois 


the townsliip road fund. 


The township highway superintendent shall divide the gravel 


and the unimproved public roads of the township into road draj 
ging districts which must include all mail routes and main trav 
cled roads within the township which are graveled or unimproved, 
but he shall not put more than six miles of roads in any one dry 
ging district. 


The sum to be paid for dragging shall not excecl the sum ol 


fifty cents per mile for each r.-.:lc traveled while dragging t'n 
road. 


It shall he the duty of the councils of cities and villngfs to 


cause the main graveled and unimproved roads within the limits 
of said corporation to be dragged.

AN OLD, IMPORTANT FORTRESS 


Brest-Litovsk, according to information compiled by the na- 


tional geographic survey, contained one of the'oldest important for- 
tresses in northern Europe. 
The older fortifications were erected 


about one mile east of Brest-Litovsk and had a circumference of 
four miles. The field works were kept up to date and everything 
possible had been done by Kussia, it was said, to make them un- 
conquerable. Brest-Litovsk was'generally regarded in-Russia aa 
the most powerful individual stronghold in the empire. 


The capitulation of Brest-Litovsk, means in the opinion of mil- 


itary observers that the Russians will be forced to abandon their 
second defense line which extended from Brest-Litovsk northward 
to the Baltic base of Riga. 


FALL OF FORT WAS INEVITABLE 


The fall of tbe fortress appeared inevitable several days ago 


when the Austro-German forces succeeded in throwing troops from 
the left to the right hank of the river Bug, just northwest o£ 
Brest-Litovsk, following which five separate Teutonic armies be- 
gan a terrific onslaught on the Russian defenses. 
On Tuesday, 


the army on the southwestern front succeeded in breaking through 
the advance position of the fortress. 


The third Russian line of defense upon which the defenders of 


Brest-Litovsk, Warsaw, Ivaugorod, Novogeorgievsk and 
Grodno 


are compelled to retreat, runs through the middle of the country 
known as White Russia. The line begins on the north at Riga on 
the Baltic and follows the Dyina river to Ducnaburg, then turns 
south and follows the railway through Vilna Lida, Baranovichi. 
The line then runs through tractless swamps of Pinsk 
and 
the 


Pripet river to Rovuo, which lies 120 miles northeast of 
the 


Galieiaii capital Lemberg.

MAKE THE RMDS BETTER 


BY JESSE TAYLOR 


Editor oifBetter Roads and Streetg 


The new road law known as tin "Can Bill" will take' effect 


Monday, September 6, 1915, tod in it will be found many new 
and helpful provision!. 


Applications to locate, establish, alter, widen, straighten, vs- 


cate or change the direction of a publio road, ahall be made by 
petition to county eoramisaioneri signed by at least twelve free- 
holders of the county residing in the vicinity of the proposed im- 
provement 


The board of trustees of any township may levy »nd assess 


upon the taxable property of the township * tax 
not 
exceeding 


three mills in any one year upon eaeh dollar of taxable 
property 


(herein for the use of improving, dragging, repairing or 
main- 


taining any public road or roads, or part thereof. Such levy shall 
be in addition to the levy of two mills authorized by law for gen- 
eral township purposes, hut subject to the limitation upon the com- 
bined maximum rate for all taxes now in force 


The township trustees shall designate the road or roads or 


parts thereof within'said township to be improved. 


Township trustees may accept donations of labor or materials 


for the proposed improvement, and in determining 
which 
roads 


shall be first improved the township trustees may take into con- 
sideration the amount of such donations. 


The township trustees may appoint some competent person or 


persons, who shall act under general direction of the county high- 
way superintendent to inspect the work of improving such roads. 
A person designated as inspector, shall receive for every day «etu- 
ally employed at such work, a sum not to exceed four dollars per 
day, to be fixed by the township trustees and to be'paid out ef
